RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Responsive to the Official Action mailed June 13, 2002, applicants elect the 
invention of Group I, i.e. claims 1-29 with traverse, directed to the photodetector circuit. 

As set forth on page 3 of the Official Action, because applicants elect Group I, the 
Examiner suggests that there are three distinct species of the invention illustrated in 
Figure 15, Figure 16 and Figure 20. The Examiner also contends that there is no generic 
claim. 

Applicants elect, again with traverse, the species of Figure 16 and claims 1-14 
readable thereon. Applicants note that claim 1 is generic to the species illustrated in 
Figures 16 and 20, and therefore should generic claim 1 be allowed, consideration of the 
species in Figure 20 would be requested. Since claims 1-14 cover both Figures 16 and 
20, this requirement is believed to be of little consequence. 
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As a result, applicants elect the invention of Group I and the species of the 
embodiment illustrated in Figure 16 and believe that generic claim 1 and dependent 
claims 2-14 cover that species. The restriction requirements both to the invention and to 
the species is respectfully traversed. 

Having responded to all requirements set out in the outstanding Official Action, it 

is submitted that claims 1-37 are in condition for allowance and notice to that effect is 

respectfully solicited. In the event the Examiner is of the opinion that a brief telephone 

or personal interview will facilitate allowance of the claims, he is respectfully requested 

to contact applicant's undersigned representative.
